Vancouver, Sept. 19.— A Conservative 
rally took place touignt. . Tlie audience 
rwas large and enthusiustie. AM the Con- 
servative candidates spoke, but Bowser, 
who is speaking in tile interior. All the 
candidates expressed themselves as sure 
uf the entire ticket being returned. 

Premier MeBride opened the real light- 
ing of the campaign Thursday at the 
Delta. Keen interest was taken ill the 
meeting, and there were some livley tilts 
between the speakers. The leakers 
were Premier MdBride, Tims. Liiilnor, 
the government candidate, John Oliver, 
the 'Liberal candidate: W. 'J. Bowser on 
the government side and C. W. Monro 
on the opposition side. The Premier 
ma'do it apparent tlint he had the full 
respect and cmfidejco of tbe L'iduer peo- 
ple. Mr. LMdBride referred to the simi- 
larity of the platforms of the two par* 
ties, and to alien immigration. He 
said tho government would ussist in 
'building any road needed, but it must 
have control of trallie and freight rates. 
iHe told the audience that he had had 
tho assurance of the Great Northern that 
the coast to the Kootenay line would be 
Ibuilt right away and no bonus would be 
asked. He said in the (financial policy of 
tho government ecoliOiuy would be ob- 
served. Ho referred to Mr. Lndner, the 
candidate, as the "Father of the land." 

Mr. Oliver accused the Premier of 
"being a party to giving millions of the 
people's money. a-vvoy in the v . 
steal." ( . 

In rc;i!.v Mr. MetBride related tho man- 
ner in which Mr. Wells had brought the 
matter beforo the cabinet recommending 
the granting of the Southeast Koote- 
nny lands because the government would 
thereby save a quarter of a million 
acres of land. 

As a member of tho cabinet at that 
time, Mr. McBride said he had taken 
Mr. Wells' word for it that a saving 
was to he effected and had voted the 
order in council. iBnt even then thj 
order in council lie had voted for did not 
conclude the negotiations. It was only 
one step in that direction. That this was 
so he substantiated by the answer giv- 
en in the house after lie was out of the 
DunshrulB cabinet, .when 'Mr. Wells said 
the grjiiits had not been issued. Ho dis- 
missed the matter from his mind, -and on 
leaving the* cabinet,' not" being on good 
terms wilii his former colleagues, had 
never discussed it with them. 

There were eighty-six applications for 
licenses to cut timber from- Government 
land applied for through last week's 
gazette. If this demand for "licenses 
continues, the month will ibe easily the 
largest on record. All the wise ones who 
declared that the timber business was 
dead in the province seem to have been 
false prophets, as indications of a busy 
season were never so hopeful as at pres- 
ent. 

Tlie Oily Council has been appealed 
to for funds for the purpose of entertain- 
ing the 3(10 members of the Manufac- 
turers Association who will arrive here 
shortly. A lunch will be provided for 
the visitors and they will be shown the 
mills, park r>nd other places of inter- 
est.

■New Westminster, Sept. 19.— .Politics 
wore qaito overshadowed by the jii- 
crosso match, the final round in the 
championship series between Vancouver 
and Westminster. The visitors piuyed 
well, but were not; in it from the hrst, 
being defeated easily ten goals to one. 
The attendance was affected by the 
Vancouver press announcing that the 
game was off, but Jive thousand people 
wem probably present. The game iv a s 
not rough and was of a higu qunlity. 
Tho Westminsters were aggressive from, 
the face-off. Tlieir opponents were 
practically on the defensive throughout. 
The champions have resumed their 1900 
form and promise to make it interest- 
ing for the Shamrocks during exhibition, 
week. 

Vancouver, Sept. 10.— "One, two, 
three, four, live, six, seven, eight, nine, 
ten, is tho way Westminster described 
the awful walloping the Westminster 
lacrosse team gave the Vancouver team 
at \\ estminster today. ' Tho score was 
lb to 1 in favor of Westminster. 

There aro many excuses offered for 
the defeat of the Vancouver team, but 
the chief reason was that the Vancouver 
home could not get through Westmin- 
ster's defence. Vancouver could not 
keep the rubber out of her net, and 
could not keep the ball away from West- 
•miiister in the field. The Vancouver 
team wore outclassed and outplayed in 
every part of the field. 

There are some who say that Van- 
couver did not try to win, as they had 
the championship anyway. Vancouver 
certainly played ragged lacrosse, and 
when the enormous crowd, thousands of 
them coming twelve miles to see them 
•do up Westminster, cheered them and 
spurred them on to greater effort, they 
did not seem to have the ginger in them 
to keep pace with the home team. 

The Waterloo of the Vancouver team 
■was one of the biggest surprises the 
Vancouver sporiing world has ever ex- 
perienced. Tunibull played a marvelous 
game, .and showed up his checks badly. 
It is beyond conception that Vancouver 
should have fallen off so in two weeks. 

Westminster, according to the opin- 
ion of many, experts, did not play as 
good a game ns was played by that 
team in Vancouver recently, while Van- 
couver was not much albove intermedi- 
ate standard. Shots were rained 011 
Vancouver's goal through the whole four 
quarters, and the score should have been 
CiO to 1 instead of 10 to 1 in favor of 
Westminster. 

Westminster won the first game in 30 
seconds; second in 14 minutes; third in 
18 minutes. Vuncouver the fourth in 
throe minutes, nnd Westminster tlie rest 
in seven and a half minutes, forty-4ive 
seconds, four minutes, six and a half 
minutes, nine and a half and three min- 
ntes. 

The game was not rough, and E. 
Burns made a good referee. 

Tho progress of the great game be- 
tween .New Westminster and Vancouver 
was eagerly followed by the local (en- 
thusiasts who could not go up to tho 
Royal City themselves to see tne game. 
The games wero bulletined by Campbell 
& Cullin, and a large crowd waited 
during the whole time and many were 
disappointed with the result, and many 
more were pleased. The result, as a 
whole, is satisfactory to Victorians, inas- 
much ,ns it now looks as though tho 
teams will have to play off either here 
or at Xanaimo, here for choice before 
it can bo decided who ar'e champions for 
the season. 

Quite a few lovers -of the game 
journeyed to New Westminster to see- 
the game, via the Victoria Terminal 
Railway ifc Ferry Co.'s excursion, and 
all returned feeling that they had bad 
a thorough good day's outing tuough 
they had seen some of the poorest la- 
crosse played in British Columbia this 
season.

Sofia, 'Sept. 19. — The • revolutionaries 
are now concentrating all their opera- 
tions in Eastern Macedonia. The lat- 
est despatches indicating that a general 
rising was fixed to begin today. 

The insurgents- claim to linve accumu- 
lated vast stores of provisions, ammu- 
nition mid ilynamite and to be pre- 
pared to enter upon a serious campaign. 
Pighting is already proceeding at Mel- 
Ui'li, which is besieged by 1500 iiwur- 
gents under the leadership of four men, 
formerly officers in the Bulgarian army. 

Melnik is a very important strategic 
point in rtie mountains. The Turkish 
garrison is believed to consist of only 
one 'battalion. The result of the attack 
is not known, but a telegram from Koi- 
sarnlchovo sui'd that additional Turkish 
troops are hurrying to IMelnik. 

In the Deuiirhiss.-ir district there are 
2000 men rBivly to begin operations. Se- 
vere lightiiig in reported to have taken 
place at Okrida. where a baud of revo- 
lutionaries operating near Brijoni sur- 
rounded a force of Turks and a fight en- 
sued lasting au entire day. ,In tho even- 
ing insurgents reinforced, routed the 
Turks. The latter lost ninety killed. 

At Dubrnvan, in the district of Leron, 
a fight has taken place 'between Turks 
and insurgents in which the former lost 
To killed and many wounded. 

The insurgents "lost only four killed, 
but ninny of fbeui were wounded. 

Turkish soldiers are reported to have 
burned five villages in this district and 
las-toria. Two hundred Turkish ouTcers 
lett Constantinople yesterday on- their 
way to Siilonier, nud-Adrianople.

The .crossing of the Helen Brewer and 
Milton Park from the overdue list doos not 
mean that they have been entirely given 
up. it Is, however, preliminary to their 
posting at Lloyd's In London as total losses. 
The next two weeks will be devoted to 
looking up the last possi'bJe information 
concerning them, and another week will he 
devoted by Lloyd's to inquiry in all parts 
of the world regarding the vessels. At the 
end of that time, if nothing favorable has 
been learned about tho vessels, they will 
be formally posted as missing.

RABBITS FULL OF GEBMS. - 

"Don't eat rabbits" is the warning 
that the Madrid papers address to their 
readers, and the reason they give for 
this advice is the following: 

Some nights ago the Bacteriological In- 
stitute there was broken into, and forty- 
seven rabbits were stolen, and neither 
the rabbits nor the thieves have been 
found. 

All the available police in Madrid were 
mustered, aud a search was organized 
for the recovery of the rabbits — exper- 
ience'has taught the police that it was 
vain to look for the thieves, so they were 
left out of the chase. 

It was very necessary, however, to 
find tho rabbits, us these were inoculat- 
ed witli the germs of most deadly dis- 
eases, such as rallies, typhus, smallpox, 
and tuberculosis, and it was feared that 
the animals had been sold for food.

Madrid is fearful lest nn epidemic may 
the animals by unsuspecting persons.

THE lSLAjSDS' CANDIDATE. 
Tho Islands district in British Colum- 
bia is perhaps as little influenced by the 
opinion of the capital as any district in 
(British Columbia. It loads a life a good 
deal apart and has opinions of its own 
which it is by no means backward in 
expressing. It has lot the world know 
amongst other things that it does not 
want too many lawyers in the House of 
Representatives; that it considers that 
every district should be represented by 
a resident in that di.strict, and that it 
is just as well that tbe man who repre- 
sents ft district should not only be n 
resident but should be himself engaged 
,uud Interested in the particular industry 
which employs most of his constituents. 
For these reasons the Islands sent to the 
local House for many years Mr. Booth, 
who lived in the Islands and spent his 
Jife as an Island farmer. The good ser- 
vice their late member did- for the 
Islands and the high es'.eem in which 
he was held, proved the wisdom of the 
Islanders' opinions. And the Islanders, 
like their forefathers at home, are slow 
to change their opinions. They are na- 
tural Conservatives. Today they are 
bent upon returning another Mr. Booth 
in the person of Mr. H. W. Bulloch of 
iSalt Spring. T,ike Mr. Booth, Mr. Bul- 
loch is a bona fide farmer, who has 
spent his whole life in the 
Islands. As n farmer he has been nom- 
inated for his high position by his own 
neighbors rather than !by any clique of 
politicians. , He is the farmers' choice, 
and as such in a farming community 
must win. That Salt Spring, the great- 
est of all our Islands, or that the farm- 
ing interest- the greatest of all our in- 
terests, should allow their nominee to be 
beaten by a railroad man from the Main- 
land, whose only Island crop was one 6f 
voting corpses at Galliano, is incredible.

(For the information of those who have 
not met Mr. Bulloch personally, and 
their number now is very small indeed, 
it may be said that Mr. Bulloch is the 
son of the late Rev. G. M. Bulloch, 
Fellow of St. John's, Oxford, who was 
for ninny years vicar of St. Giles, Ox- 
ford. In 1894 Mr. Bulloch came to 
Salt Spring to practice that farming 
which he had spent his younger days in 
learning in the old country. Having set- 
tled ill Salt iSpring on a four hundred- 
aere farm, Mr. Bulloch built himself a 
house, which has been ( ;he scene of 
many of tho pleasautest dances of the 
district, and planted nn orchard of a 
thousand trees, which has already made 
itself a name as a prize-winner at Vic- 
toria and other local shows. As v;ce- 
president of the Islands' Agricultural 
Association, and president of the Cream- 
ery Association, which he was largely 
instrumental in founding, Mr. Bulloch 
has shown his willingness to help in lo- 
cal affairs, and the position he holds in 
these two institutions prove the esteem 
and confidence reposed in t'.ieir future 
member by his nearest neighbors. If 
those who know him best, think most 
highly of him, the general Island public 
interested in f;: ruing, cannot go far 
wrong in voting for an Island farmer 
whom his neighbors trust. 

A K1VAIAS dlRAISJC. 

There is probably no more ncreeable 
criticism than that of a BtMUgfT who, 
blaming life own people, holds us up as 
model examples of the way things ought 
tii be done. This gratifying form of 
praise was indulged in the other day by 
the 'Detroit Tribune — toy no means nn ar- 
dent lover of Canada — in a severe lecture 
to American farmers. In view of the 
so:e:»ss felt in 'Canada over tbe Domin- 
ion Immigration Comniissio::ei's recent 
harsh and unjustifiable strictures on 
Canadian dairy products, n:i extract 
from the Detroit Tribune's remarks is 
worth quoting, as showing tbe high opin- 
ion nold by an avowed commercial foe 
as to Canada's merits in that particular 
industry. The Tribune says: "Dur- 
ing the la-t fiscal year ending June 30th, 
Canada exported $31,000,000 worth of 
dairy pwd..ct=. Of this amount ?24,712,- 
043 was in cheese and the balance in 
.butter. On this side of the border we 
are accustomed to consider wheat tbe 
leading exiiort of Canada, but the wheat 
export daring that same period was only 
^34,500,703, or less than the cheese 
alone. England consumes 28o,000 tons 
of butter annually. 'She secures 85, 000 
tons from Groat 'Britain and Ireland; 
0.3,238 tons from Canada, 22,000 tons 
from Russia, 10,000 tons from Austra- 
lasia, and the remaining 170,000 tons 
from' wherever she can get it. If the 
American farmers were as well organ- 
ized as are the Canadian dairymen, they 
would know how to make a better bid 
for this and other dairy trade abroad. 
They must lenrn to make butter to suit 
other tastes than their own. They must 
Jearn to put their product in packages 
that will keep it, and that will have an 
attractive appearance.'' The last two 
sentences contain sound advice for the 
(Canadian dairyman as well as for the 
American, A strict observance of the 
matters therein referred to will do more 
thati many columns of print to off-set 
any detriment to our trnde caused by 
tbe remarks of (Mr. T. M. Preston. But

week — equal to an average decrease of 
2s. per head; The net effect *was equiv- 
alent to ff- decrease in weekly wages of 
72,7001. In the 1 previous year— 3 901— 
tho aggregate decrease amounted to 77,- 
3001.; while in 190O there' was an ad- 
vance in wages nmouuting in the ag- 
gregate to 209,4001, A further calcu- 
lation, taking into account the various 
dates at which the reductions tooK place, 
during the year, shows an aggregate 
reduction in wages in 1902 of 2,300,0001.; 
in 1901 of 1,000,0001.; and an increase 
in 1900 of 0,000,0001.. Engineering adds 
that, accepting these figures as a basis, 
tbe workmen lost in 1901 two-thirds of 
what they gamed in 1900. From labor'% 
point of view there is still an enormous 
gain. Tho chango* in wages were mostly 
effected without strikes or any stoppage 
of work.

Accordingly enqu r- 
ies are coining ill thick and I'nai at 
the city real estate ollices, with every 
prospect of brisk business being di.ai 
from this date forward. It is impos- 
sible at this time to state the figures 
or other particulars, but it is sutlicient 
to know that the general state of tie 
local real estate market is exceedingly 
healthy, and that the outlook was never 
better than it is at t-ie present mo- 
ment. 

With the actual work of erecting the

The Iioyal Scots have a name that tho 
military historian approaches with re- 
verence. This is the regiment that, if 
any, can single itself out from the rest 
of the British . army, ' as the beginning 
and head and centre of that glorious 
body. Traditions of courage and great 
enterprise, of ceaseless lighting and 
bloodshed, that are native to the Brit- 
ish army are native also to the ltoynl 
'Scots. There are twenty-four names 
upon their colors, but these do not re- 
present all they have done for their 
country, lighting in ull parts of the 
world aiid against foes of every race, 
for the Inst two hundred nnd fifty years. 

Tho Royal Scots are the oldest light- 
ing force in the world. Their entry to 
the British army does not take their 
history more thau a (jfiarter of the way 
Iback to- its comnieneemeut, when, a 
thousand years ago, they fought for 
Charles of Franco in his successful 
struggle for the empire of the Franks, 
Tho period of their service is unbroken 
from thnt day. The Boyal Scots as 
they were even in these early times call- 
ed, were a body who, eerviug the King 
of France, were recruited regularly from 
home, and preserved the same consti- 
tution from when first we hear of them, 
through many campaigns of tho Middle 
Ages, including the Thirty Years' War, 
till the time that Charles II., King of 
Britain and Ireland, asked them to come 
home and help to form the nucleus of 
his new army. 

They were then known in France by 
the name of Dumbarton's regiment. A 
body of 1,700 of them came over in 
answer to Charles' request in 1601, and 
with the regiments known as the Royal 
dlorso Guards (The Blues) and the 
Coldstream Guards, wero the earliest 
members of the present British army. 
In 1G78 the remainder of Dumbarton's 
regiment were secured from France to 
join their comrades. They were all to- 
gether called the Royal Regiment of 
•Foot, but their ancient title of '■The 
Royal Scots" was afterwards restored. 

One of the nicknames by which they 
have been known in the army was "Pon- 
tius Pilate's Guards," in reference to 
their age as a regiment. 

Just before the first action in which 
the Royal Scots were to fight for Bri- 
tain — it was at the rescue of Tangier — 
the Lieutenant-Governor addressed the 
men in these terms: 

"Countrymen nnd fellow-soldiers, let 
not your approved valor and fame in 
foreign nations ho derogated at this 
time, neither degenerate from your an- 
cient and foru.er glory abroad; nnd as 
you are looked upon here to be brave 
and experienced soldiers (constant and 
successive victories having attended 
your conquering swords hitherto) do not 
come short of the great hopes we have 
in yotl, ninl the propitious procedures 
we have of you nt this time. For the 
glory of your nation, if you cannot sur- 
pass, you may imitate the bravest, and 
bo emulous of their praises and re- 
nown." 

Jt was in keeping with this exhorta- 
tion, and with the reputation of the 
regiment, that tins battle, the first of a 
long and glorious record of service, end- ,

very severe. 

At the defence of Fort 'Soudberg by 
the Dutch and British combined in 1747 
the only British representatives were 
the 1st Royal Scots. Tlie attack was 
made during the night. The Dutch de- 
fenders lied, but the ltoynl Scots, (fight- 
ing against great dilllculties, held out 
until the morning, when they wero re- 
lieved by a body of Highlanders. Their 
losses on this occasion wero nearly four 
hundred killed and wounded. 

At one engagement in the American 
War of 1814 the ltoynl Scots lost three 
hundred men, in another they lost 100. 
At Bergon-op-Zoom they endured a full 
sharo of the carnage among our troops. 
At Com n tin they hist in killed, wound- 
ed and missing _o0 men; at San Sebas- 
tian 000 men. 

The story of San Sebastian is one of 
those that no pen could adequately tell. 
In all battles is witnessed that eternal- 
ly miraculous phenomenon of men wil- 
lingly risking mutilation, the extremi- 
ties of pain, and violent dentil, for no 
personal reason whatever; men who nt 
other times shrink, as men will, from 
suffering of any kind. But nt he siege 
of 'San 'Sebastian there were deeds of 
courage and self-sncrilice on the part of 
tho attackers that have been equally 
rarely indeed; aud on the pnrt of the 
defenders heroic determination no less 
wonderful. 

The Royal Scots were the most prom- 
inent regiment in the two thousand men 
who made the first attack on tho en- 
ormously strong fortress of. Sun Sebas- 
tian, on July 25, 1813. Our artillery 
had made breaches in the fortifications. 
The British engineers further made and 
sprung a mine in a position to give room 
for an attack and the two thousand 
rushed forward as one man against tho 
main breach. After the explosion of 
the dBritieh mine the besieged had recoil- 
ed and scattered, so that the two thou- 
sand were well upon them before suffer- 
ing any loss. But tlie strength of the 
garrison was such that two thousand 
unsupported attackers were simply 
when they attacked was terrific, but 
doomed to defeat. When the French 
'tire, front and Hank, opened, live hun- 
dred of tho two thousand were shot 
down at once, the Vest could make no 
way, and had to full back. Of the five 
hundred moro were Royal Scots than of 
any other corps. They were led by 
Major Fraser, who fell nt the head of 
his men. The check cost the British 
much, for between time taken in fur- 
ther preparations nnd time wasted in 
initakes it was six weeks before the at- 
tack was renewed.

Mr. Neil Munro's 
Views Of Canada 



The Scottish Novelist's First 
Letter to His Paper In 
Glasgow. 



Charming Descriptions of Can- 
adian People, Manners, 
Customs, Scenery. 



There lias just reached Che Colonist 
ofllce a. copy of the O'lnsgow Evening 
INivws containing tin- first letter from 
(Canadian soil, toy the well-known novel- 
ist, Mr. Nell iiluuro, who was here 
some days ago with the British press 
party. Mr. Munro sent home ahead of 
tho letter, which the Colonist publishes, 
vivid descriptions of life aboard the At- 
lantic liner on which he and bis con- 
freres made the voyage to Canada, but 
1 ho following letter is the first dealing 
with men and alFnira in Canada. He 
entitle* it, "Ten Thousand Miles In 
Canada, a first glimpse <jf the new 
world." 

ILiko u good soldier, or journalist, Mr, 
Munro was ready at tho nilduen call 
which took him from his desk in Gou- 
roek and transported him in less than 
twenty-four hours' notice across tlie 
ocean, and his observations of and re- 
jections upon Canadian people, customs, 
niauucM and scenery have all th«> 
piquancy and racit-o s which characterive 
the work of this gifted writer. 

The Colonist need make no apology 
for presenting to its readers this morn 
big an article which repays perusal in 
every line. Mr. Muuro writes as fol- 
lows : 

That he has sa::eJ three thousand 
miles from home to find another Edin- 
burgh—this time an Edinbui^h-'by-the- 
4Sea— must be every Scotsman's first re- 
illeetion as his ship comes round the bond 
of the broad St. Lawreuco, and Quebec 
is revealed, Jier feet in dTiunly waters, 
lier head as arrogant as that of the an- 
cient citadel that looks on Forth and 
the distant rdiores of Fife. The illusion 
is dispelled on landing.

• ••Russia is Pressing 
China. 



Tokio, Aug. 27. — A 12-clause draft proto- 
col on the Munchurlan question Is now un- 
der negotiation between Mr. Kurino, Jap- 
anese JliiUtftcr In St. Petersburg, and Count 
Lamsdorlf, Russian Minister of 'Foreign 
Affairs. Tho principal points or the Russo- 
Japanese direct negotiations arc (I) the 
maintenance of Japan's im>sU1oii In Korea, 
(2) tlie retention of the open door ln Man- 
churia, and (3) the fixing of the Yulu's 
course as a frontier to aveit any ltusso- 
Jupuucao- collision. Tho Russian- govern- 
ment appears to be rather unfavorable to 
the above conditions ou the ground that 
Its rights Md Interests may be impaired 
too much. It is sold that- the negotiations 
nave not yet made decided progress 
though a period of ten days has elapsed 
since tho presentation of the draft, says a 
Vienna telegram, dated August 23rd, to 
die Osaka MaJulchl. The above outline Is 
said in Tokio not to ho very far from the 
the actual terms In negotiation. 

While these Important negotiations 'arc 
dragging along, Russia Is losing no minute 
in pressing her claims on OlUnii and Korea.

Tim GOVERNMENT lias issued 
in the form of a Blue-book the 
report of His Majesty's Coni- 
missionors appointed to in- 
quire into the military prepara- 
tions nnd other matters connected with 
the South African war. The Blue-book 
is ft bulky volume of SIC pases, and is 
divided into four sections, the first of 
which denls with the military prepara- 
tions for the war. Section 2 applies to 
the supply of men; section S to ammuni- 
tion, equipment and transport by sea 
and land; and section 4 to question of 
War-office organization. 

PREFACE TO THE REPORT. 
The Commissioners, in the course of- 
la lenthy preface to their report, criti- 
cize the terms of reference. They point 
out that although the first two heads 
were more precise than the third, ques- 
tions of intricacy arose under all of 
them. The report, they say, endeavors 
to indicate any defect which seems de- 
serving of notice in the matters of prep- 
arations for war; but it does not fall 
in their province to (leal with the 
whole military system in detail, or to 
submit an elaborate scheme for reor- 
ganizing the army, nor was it their 
duty to compilo a military history of 
the war. Statements which mighty be 
regarded as historical were invited 
from three generals only, namely. Sir 
George White, Sir Redvers Buller, and 
iLord Roberts, and the statements of all 
[■ • three had been compiled with conspicu- 
'•' ous caro and ability. Differences of 
"opinion arose, and still more so in state- 
1 • ; inents admitted from other officers, and

.SUGGESTIONS INDEFINITE, 
i Under the head of "Military Prepara- 
tions at Home," the Commissioners de- 
•^.:cJare that under the provisions of an 
""."border in council, the eommander-in- 
cflffcf was responsible for the general 
distribution of the army at home and 
abroad, and for the preparation and 
•maintenance of schemes oC offensive 
and defensive operations, but that the 
pfTpers of the Intelligence Department 
.y-.'tMtiiincil no definite suggestion of the 
""~>*iijUro and njnount of reinforcements 
i^Wpli might bo required in the event of 
hostilities. The general officer com- 
manding in every dependency of the 
.Empire was responsible for schemes of 
defSnee, 'but the regulations provided

with: men nnd material actually avail- 
ablfl|f Such was the scheme of the gen- 
■er/rKaoffleer commanding at the Cape,

Jer their comninnd, it becomes nec- 
essary to look to some authority higher 
than both which was competent to bring 
their energies into line, and obviously 
this was to be found only in the com- 
mander-in-chief." This officer was Lord 
Wolseley, and from n minute of his, 
made in 1890; it appeared that in re- 
gard to the Cape, his lordship proposed 
an nddition of one cavalry regiment, one 
battery of horse artillery, and two bat- 
talions of foot. It is significant, says 
the report, that Lord Lnnsdowne, re- 
plying to this minute, urged that w* 
should he strong enough at the Cnp\ 
not only to resist the attacks from 
without, but to put down at once any 
international troubles, and urging tint 
much stronger reinforcements would be 
reouired for this purpose. 

Lord Wolseley, in his evidence, <'e- 
fended his pronosnl« ns adequate. In 
the summer of 1S99 Lord Wolsel y 
stated that in the event of war with 
the Transvaal, the South African forces 
and one hattalrnn of mounted infantry 
with four battalions for the lines of com- 
plete arm;/ corps one cavalry division, 
and one battalions for the lines of com- 
munication. TTo went on to suggest 
that much could he done forthwith with- 
out attracting attention. Three com- 
panies of Army Service corps could bo 
sent out. cue at a time, nnd under cover 
of the ri cent fever outbreak in Natal 
t!i»y lni-r.t accumulate a large amount 
of mi>d:.-nl transport and material. Nom- 
irial'y to siiHrintend the hutting of 
troops at Ladjfmith and elsewhere, 
ihev n'i'_''it s.-m* rut three field com- 
panies < f Royal Engineers.

The report goes on to credit Lord 
Wolseley with having stated that he

Ivrugrrr, -and Sir Redvers repded tlint 
he h;.(' (o.iiplete confidence in Sir W. 
But'e.-'s :*y and forethought, and if 
mi;i like hmi an I General Penn Symons 
on the «pot saw no danger, he (Sir 
iRedvers) saw no necessity for sending

LORD WOLSBLEY'S SUGGESTIONS 
In August. 1800, Lord Wolseley sub- 
mitted a minute to the Cabinet declar- 
ing iiis full concurrence with Sir A. 
Wilner in liis anxiety about the weak- 
ness of the military force in South Afri- 
ca, and making detailed suggestions for 
improving the position, illustrated by 
minute geographical and strategical de- 
tails. The danger, he said, lay in the 
triangle formed by the Drnkeusberg, the 
(Buffalo river, and the Tugela river, and 
unless that triangle was held by at 
least 10,000 men the British could eas- 
ily be turned out of Ladysmith and all 
positions north of that town. Ho, 
therefore, begged the government to 
send 10,000 men to Natal with the least 
possible delay. He could see no reason 
why this should not be done, the onlv 
objection he could find being n cost of 
half a million, a sum well worth spend- 
ing for the object in view, but ho knew 
the repugnnnce of any administration 
to spending large sums on an eventuality 
that might not arise. 

The Commissioners proceed to sum- 
marize Lord Wolseley's varions sugges- 
tions. They say that tho actual addi- 
tions to the normal garrisons before the 
war had been in excess of the proposals, 
flnd add: "But tho general impression 
to be derived from the ;,wbole circum- 
stances must foe that the Epecial furic-

on the officers on the spot. ... On 
tho other hand, we were definitely in- 
formed by Lord Lansdowne that the 
papers of the Intelligence Division were 
never officially communicated to him as 
the basis of any proposals through the 
regular channel, viz., by order of the 
Comma ndor-in-Chief." The report fur- 
ther refers to the extraordinary state 
of affairs that the Secretary for War 
first had his attention specially directed 
to important War office papers by the 
Colonial Secretary. It is not' suggested 
that the papers were suppressed. 
' NO PLAN OP CAMPAIGN. 
The commissioners declare that no 
plan" of campaign ever existed for opera- 
tions in South Africa. Lord Roberts 
stated, for example, that when Sir 
George Wiilte reached Natal ho had no 
instructions ns to any particular plan of 
campaign, nor was he aware of 'any 
general plan of operations in South Afri- 
ca. From Sir George White and Sir 
Redvers Buller on tho one hand, and 
from Lord Wolseley and Lord Lans- 
downe on the other, there is the assur- 
ance that no written instructions were 
ever given or received. "In no other 
line of life," the commissioners say, 
"would an agent be entrusted with a 
difficult and responsible task without 
some attompt at precise and careful 
definition of the object in view, nnd 
there seems to be no reason why military 
duty should be a solitary exception." 
LORD ROBERTS ON DEFECTS. 
ILord Roberts, in his evidence, spoke 
of the main defects <so far as the War- 
oince _ was directly concerned) as tho , 
selection of Ladysmith as the principal' 
military station and advance depot in I 
Natal, tho plan for Bnller's advance in 
three columns through the Cape Colon v ! 
and the b reo State, the absence of or- 
ganized transport, the raBure to fore- 
see the necessity of a laTge employment 



at Natal that wits apprehended. That 
apprehension, however, might be said to 
havo been communicated to the cabinet, 
and was certainly known to the Colonial 
and War Secretaries. It was an ap- 
prehension of which civilians could well | 
take cognizance, and though it uudoubt-j 
edly lay witfe the military heads of tho 
War-oftiee to develop and insist upon 
the danger which it involved— as, in- 
deed, Sir John Ardogh did insist in his 
memorandum of April, 1807. "We are 
not prepared," say the commissioners, 
"to say that in estimating the admitted 
risks of the policy which they adopted 
the cabinet itself gave due considera- 
tion to this very essential point." 

THE SUPPLY OF MEN. 

In section 2 the commissioners deal 
with the supply of men, and pnrticuar-i 
of the strength of the force employed in 
South Africa, the total number of offi- 
cers and men being 448,435. The ' evi- 
dence before the commission showed 
that mobilization was effected smoothly 
and with remarkable despatch. There 
was general agreement among the wit- 
nesses that the moral of the men of the 
regular army, including in that term tho 
qualities of courage, endurance, discip- 
line, and cheerfulness, under adverse 
circumstances, left little or nothing to 
ho desired. With regard to physical 
condition the evidence was less ununi- 
tiious, but also seemed to point to cer- 
tain conditions in the cavalry nnd ar- 
tillery which attract a somewhat better 
class of recruit* Witnesses agreed in 
praising the physique of tho infantry 
regiments as they first arrived in South 
Africa, aud concur in thinking that the 
high average was in no measure due to 
the large proportion of reservists in tho 
ranks. The general concurrence of the 
witnesses as to the good marching pow- 
ers of the infantry was evidence that 
the physique of the troops sent out" in

QUALITIES SHOWN BY OFFICERS 
Spoaking of the regimental officers in 
general, Lord Roberts said: "There 
were certninly failures among them in 
South Africa. A certain percentage of 
failures is iuevitahie, but among tho 
subordinate regimental officers in South 
Africa it was extraordinarily small. It 
was seldom that they displayed any 
want of initiative, and their knowledge 
of their duties in the field left little to 
bo desired." Lord Roberts thought, 
however, that the younger ollicers should 
take their profession more seriously, 
and be better able to instruct their anen 
in every detail. He said 'that the pro- 
poritiou of failures among ollicers com- 
manding regiments and brigades was 
considerably larger than it was in the 
junior ranks. He ascribed this to tho 
fact that the "men as they get older 
aro often less inclined to accept respon- 
sibility and they lose their power of de- 
cision"; nlso to the fact that many who 
held these positions in South Africa had 
hud few previous opportunities of prac- 
tising the duties which devolved upon 
them during the campaign, and to tho 
fact that manoeuvres on a large scale 
had at home been so infrequent that tho 
ability of officers to 'handle troops in 
accordance with the principles of mod- 
ern tactics and their retention of nerve 
had been insufficiently tested. Lord 
Roberts did not find satisfaction in the 
combatant staff in South Africa, stat- 
ing that the absence of a definite system 
of staff duties leading sometimes to an 
overlapping of responsibilities, some- 
times to waste of time, and sometimes 
to a neglect of indispensable precau- 
tions, wns undoubtedly prejudicial to the 
smooth running of the military machine. 

Lord Kitchener made similar obser- 
vations with regard to both staff and 
regimental officers. Ho said, "There 
appears to be often n want of 
serious study of their profession by

ammunition, or expanding bullets, wluch 
it 'had been decided should not be used 
against wlute men. Of gun ammunition 
there was ft reserve of only 200 rounds 
per ami, in addition to the 300 rounds 
with tho batteries, and tho wliole of 
this 'reserve was absorbed by South 
Africa long Defore December loth, H8S0, 
Sir Henry Brackenbury told the Com- 
mission that "the whole powers of the 
ordnance factories and the trade had ^to 
•be turned on for further supplies. Na- 
val orders for ammunition had to l>e 
lield in abeyance from tho beginning of 
October. We borrowed ammunition 
from tho navy, and we borrowed am- 
munition from the Government of India, 
and yet I was unable to meet Sir Red- 
vers Bailer's demands for fl-hich howit- 
zer ammunition and 7-pounder ammuni- 
tion 'Until a fortnight after they should 
have been complied with. I had to take 
guns from the armament of Plymouth 
to meet iSir 'Redvers Buller's demands 
for longer range guns. On November 
20th, LS9!>, the Secretary for War had 
to cable Sir Redvers Buller that there 
was only eight weeks' supply of small 
arms ammunition in the country, and 
that all gun ammunition would be ex- 
hausted before eight weeks. "It caused 
me," said Sir Henry Brackenbury. "the 
deepest anxiety as to what would take 
placo in the event of a war in which 
both navy and army were engaged, for 
if in tlus war, in which only the land

'In regard to the field armament, the 
Commissioners think it would be unjust 
to say that it was inferior to that which 
was in use by other great nations, or 
that there wns n deficiency in the num- 
ber of guns, though there was undoubt- 
edly deficiency in reserve. "It does' not 
oippear," remark the Commifwioners, "to 
have occurred to anyone before tlie war 
that tlie Boers could or would bring tho 
'heavy fortress guns wliich they were 
known to possess into action in tho 
field." Taken as a whole, the evidence is 
held to prove that in volume and effect- 
ive firo with good bursting shells, tho 
British artillery wns superior to that of 
the Boers, altbougb the Boers mny 
have had a few field guns of more mod- 
ern pattern. The supply of rifles during 
the wnr appears to the Conuiii^sioiiers 
to hnve been adequate nnd satisfactory, 
but it was discovered— not by tho War 
Ollice, the Commissioners point out, but 
by the Imperial Yeomanry authorities— 
that about 200,000 of the new Leo- 
Enfields were sighted incorrectly, and 
that (.he rifle shot at eighteen inches to 
the right at a distance of 500 yards. "It 
was an awful blow." ISir Henry Brack- 
enbury told jthe 'Commission, "just nt 
the moment when we were beginning 
to take this new weapon into use to find 
that this mistake 'had been made." On 
this the Commission comment— "It wns 
iii fnct, an oversight comparable to that 
which has already been mentioned in 
regard to the Dum-dum bullets, and one 
still less excusable, since it was some 
years since the manufacture of these 
rifles had begun." 

In regard ta the cavai^-. the stock of 
dances in reserve at the beginning of 
the war proved sufficient, but in tlie 
case of cavalry swords the authorized re- 
serve of 0,000 was found' to have fallen 
to 80 swords. At the beginning of 1800 
iSir Henry Brackenbury asked for the 
preparation of six months' reserves of 
clothing, at a cost of £320,000, but no 
notice was taiken of this. "It appears 
to be singular," remark the- Commission- 
ers, "that in a critical time a demand 
of this magnitude, put forward by the 
chief of ni' great supply department, 
should not at least have been brought 
to the notice of the Secretary of State, 
even although the estimates had beon 
framed." 

Ijord Roberta in evidence stated: ."Our 
experiences in South Africa have shown 
us that in the way of artillery material 
we were considernbly behind other Eu- 
roponn nations at tho commencement of 
the lnte war." With regard to rifles, 
the Commissioners tliink the supply dur- 
ing tlie war appears to have been ade- 
quate nnd satisfactory. iSir John (French 
thought that "tho present envtalry sword 
i<S the very worst that could jnosiably 
be used for any mounted troops nt all," 
and Major-iGeneral Badftii-I'owoll said 
"the present sword is a perfectly use- 
less weapon to my mind, whether ns 
a sword or anything else." 

With regard to clothing, Sir Henry 
Bnackenbury. when be became iDirector- 
■Genernil of Ordnance, found that the re- 
ervea of clothing were inadequate to 
meet even' peace requirements.

iNext wring the hair gently nnd rub 
with a smooth linen towel. By smooth 
linen I mean not a Turkish towel. When 
the hair is snarled and wet it is more 
brittle than when dry, nnd will break 
unless handled gently. The rough Turk- 
ish towel is injurious to the hair. When 
the ■hair has been partially dried with 
towels finish tho drying by shaking it. 

Then brush the tangles out very gent- 
ly. Care should bo taken to brush the 
hair until it lias a gloss. 

The shampoo (if .properly done! will 
have removed every particle of the (lust 
soiled natural oil from the surface of the 
scalp.
